A species of true crocodile is lounu in 


southern Florida on both coasls. It is 
hardly distinguishable from the alligator 
except by tho shapo of Its head, though It 
grows bigger, attauiiug a length of 18 foot. 
Dr Hugh M.«inJth of the fish commis- 
sion says that young crocodiles wo hatch- 
ed for inarkot In the same fashion. Iho 
mother crocodile lays her eggs in sand like 
a turtle and simply covers them over.
